The man answered 
tho summons and when h8 stepped out 
thn woman aimonnced that she was 
;oing to .ihoot him and at once thrnsc 
out a ;!8 calibre revolver and fired. 
The bullet entered the left side of 
Rickey's head and he was instantly 
killed.

woman attempted to 


shoot a second time hut one of the 
employe.! of the place knocked her 
down and prevented any further shoot- 
ing. The woman was placed under 
arrest. 


The murderess was known in Okla- 


homa as Mrs. Greenfield. She was 
with a man of that name who brought 
it threshing outfit from Illinois. Tho 
Oklahoma paper states that she lived 
at Dalton, 111., and that her parents, 
named Moore, still live there. In 
Deeatur she was known as Mrs. Sum- 
rueri and later passed as Mrs. Greeu- 
field :iud Mrs. Bowers. She waived 
examination and will be tried a the 
April term of court.

Presented in the Legisla- 


ture on Tuesday. 


CONVICTS TO BREAK THE ROCK 


The State to be Divided Into Northern 


and Southern Districts—Outline 


of the Bill Which Has the Ap- 


proval of Curtis and 


Other Members. 


SPRINGFIELD, DLL., March 29.— 


The bill introduced in ths House by 
Representative Tippit to employ the- 
convicts of the penitentiaries in pre- 
paring material suitable 
for hard 


roads, is said to have tha approval of 
Representative Ourtis., the 
Honso 


champion for good roads. The bill 
provides for a division of the state 
into the northern and southern dis- 
tricts, and that the material shall be 
furnished to the counties upon applica- 
tion therefor, the allotment being the 
same for each of the counties in the 
district and the charge to each county 
per carload being ascertained 
"by 


adding together the charges for one 
carload to each respective county seat 
or contiguous point and dividing the 
sum by the number of counties com- 
posing the district" 


By this arrangement counties remote 


from the deposits of material will not 
havo to pay more for it than the coun- 
ties near at hand. County supervisors 
or commissioners are empowered to 
levy and collect a special tax, not ex- 
ceeding 25 cents on tho $100,000 of 
assessed value, to secure the material 
ami spread it on the roads. These are 
tho main features of tha bill.
